THE COMING TURKISH WAR,
Frowi the N. Y. Sun.

The vestrictions upon the navigation of
the Dardanelles and the Black Sea, which
serve as the Ilussian pretext for setling on
fool mnother war against Turkey, relate ex-
clusively to armed vessels, and do not in any
manner affect those engaged in commeroce,
That provision of the treaty of Paris which
is complained of simply forbids Hussia from
mainta’ning a navy yard and a flest in the
Black Sea, and forbids armed vessels of all
natiops from passing through the straits of
the Ilm-dmwdas without first obtaining par-
mission from the Tarkish Government.
Vesaels of commerce, however, can pass ths
Dardanelles and enter the Dlack Bea withont
any such permission. 5o far as thoy are
concerned, the straits and the Black Soea are
both perfectly free. Accordmgly, these re-
strictions are of no substantisl importance to
any power except Ilussia. It may indead ba
occasionally inconvenient to the Adwmiral of
an English or American squadron to bring
his ships to anchor, sud go to Uonstantinople
for a tirman that will sllow him to pass the
siraits, and as a point of national sensitive-
ness he may feel that sach a restriction has
in it something galling; but, after all, it is of
uo great praotical momsut.

Kussia, however, has other feelings and
other mims, The exclusion of her naval
establishment from the Black Sea isa per-
petual memente of her defeat in the Urimean
war, and sbe regards it accordingly as a
standing humiliation. Besides, it s essontin
to the exeontion of that design upon Twkey

{ s lost to the country,

which has reigned in the mind of every Rus- '

sian for a century and a half, that she shonld
be able to maintain a powsrful fleet in these

everywhere notoriously disgracad, proceadad
to charge, not, as he said, “*withont the most
ample proof * = * fthat, in the darkest
duys of the war, Wiliiam Sprague, formerly
Governor, and now Senstor of Rhnda Island
in the Congress of the United States, vio-
Iated the artieles of war of the ['nited
Biates in holding ecommerce withh the enamy,
and aiding them with moneyand munitions of
war.” Mr. Jenckes then read an official re-
port from Genersl Holt to the Secretary of
War in 1865, concerning a ease of illicit trada
to Texus, “‘implivating Hoyt, Sprague, and
others, brought {o the notics of the depart-
ment by Major-General Dix." Thesnbstance
of the case 18, that in the antuwmn of 1542
certain firos in Providence furnished money
with which vessels were bonght, loaded with
machinery, armsa, eote., clearad for foreign
ports, and run to Texas under changed Hags,
the cargoes sold in Texas, and the proceeds
invested in colton, General Ilolt states
that Mr. Spragne wrote several lettera to
General Dix denying the slatements of Hoyt,
who seems to have besn the agent, and who
asserts that Mr. Spragne was fully informad
of everything, and advised and aided the en-
terprise. Mr. Bprague alleges that his objest
was to ald Union men in Texas; but no one
elge, the General says, seemns to have taken
that view; and My, Sprugne’s brother, who,
as the Sepator adwits, had especial charge of
the undertaking, describes its objact to have
been to get ont cotton. General Diz, in
writing to the Secretary of War, states (hat
the proof of illicit trade is ampla, and that it
is an important guestion whethsr the pro-
ceedings should be by military commission
or in a civil court, and whether the facts, if
proved, are a violation of {he laws of
war, or a still higher crime under ths
Constitution. General Holt, in conclusion,
is of opinion, after an exswmination of
the papers, that the persons involved may be
brought to trial for relieving the enemy with
money &nd ammunition, or for viclaling tha
Iaws of war in trading with the enemy. Ilis
report is dated June 15, 1865, aud he says it
is for the Beeretary to decide ‘‘whether, in
view of the circumstanoes and of the present
condition of affairs,” the (rial shall Le or-
dered. To the question why the accused
persons were not tried ab the time, Mr.
Jenckesreplies that General Buraside ad-
viged postponement upon the ground that in
that dark hour the trial of a Senator upon
such a charge would be too demoralizing a
shock to the froutier lime. later, when the
report was made by General IToltin 1865, more
than two of the three years of the off'snsa,
which are the limit wilbin which it can be
tried, were passed; there were mo unational
civil courts in Texss, and the authority of
cemmissions was in question in the Suprema
Court, which presently douied it; aud the
offenders, according to Mr. Jenckes, thus es.
